a relief appropriation smaller than 
that asked by President Roosevelt, 
declared today "some steps toward 
reduction in government expenses 
must be taken to avoid possible im- 
pairment of government credit" 


The committee made to the senate 


a majority report on its action Satur- 
day in voting 17 to 7, to recommend 
a relief allocation of $725,000,000 
rather than the $875,000,000 which 
Mr. Roosevelt declared was neces- 
sary to meet WPA needs for the 
next five months. 


Washington—tf>— Administration 


supporters charged today that con- 
gressional economy advocates had 
arrived at a $725.000,000 relief ap- 
propriation by "guess-work" and 
that a precipitate drop in WPA ac- 
tivities would occur if it were ap- 
proved by congress. 


The statements were contained in 


a report filed by Senator McXellar 
(D-Tenn.) as a member of the sen- 
ate appropriations committee which 
approved the relief fund Saturday. 


McKellar was a member of the 


committee's minority which held 
out for the $875,000,000 which Pres- 
ident Roosevelt recommended to 
congress as necessary to carry the 
WPA from Feb. 7 to June 30. 


Commenting on a committee pro- 


posal that WPA rolls could not be 
cut more than 5 per cent in Feb- 
ruary and March, he asserted the 
smaller sum was certain to result in 
a sharp cut April. 1 so that they 
would average only 1,050,000 per- 
sons in June.

can arbitrarily do that if it desires,

President Roosevelt's message to 
congress today proposing a nation- 
al health program follows: 


In my annual message to the con- 


gress 
I 
referred to problems of 


health security. I take occasion 
now to bring this subject specifical- 
ly to your attention in transmitting 
the report and recommendations on 
national health prepared by the 
inter - departmental committee to 
coordinate health and welfare ac- 
tivities. 


The health of the people is a pub- 


lic concern; ill health is a major 
cause of suffering, economic loss, 
and dependency; good health is es- 
sential to the security and progress 
of the nation. 


Health needs were studied by the 


committee 
on 
economic security 


which I appointed in 1934 and cer- 
tain basic steps were taken by the 
congress in the social security act. 
It was recognized at that time that 
a comprehensive health program 
was required as an essential link in 
our national defenses against indi- 
vidual and social insecurity. Fur- 
ther study, however, seemed nec- 
essary at that time to determine 
ways and means of providing this 
protection most effectively. 
^ 


Committee Reports 


In August, 1935. after the passage 


of the social security act, I appoint- 
ed the inter-departmental commit- 
teee to coordinate health and wel- 
fare activities. Early in 1938, this 
committee forwarded to me reports 
prepared by their technical experts. 
They had reviewed unmet health 
needs, pointing to the desirability 
of a national health program, and 
they submitted the outlines of such 
a program. These reports were im- 
pressive. I therefore suggested that 
a conference be held to bring the 
findings before representatives of 
the general public and of the medi- 
cal, public health, and allied pro- 
fessions. 


More than 200 men and women, 


representing many walks of life 
and many parts of our country, 
came together in Washington last 
July to consider the technical com- 
mittee's findings and recommenda- 
tions and to offer further proposals. 
There was agreement on two basic 
points; The existence of serious un- 
met needs for medical service; and 
our failure to make full application 
of the growing powers of medical 
science to prevent or control dis- 
ease and disability.

The 
committee points out that while the 
eventual costs of the proposed pro- 
gram would be considerable, they 
represent 
a 
sound 
investment 


which can be expected to wipe out, 
in the long run, certain costs now 
borne in the form of relief. 


We have reason to derive great 


satisfaction from the increase in 
the average length of life -in our 
country and from the improvement 
in the average levels of health and 
well-being. 
Yet these improve- 


ments in the averages are cold 
comfort to the millions of our peo- 
ple whose security in health and 
survival is still as limited as was 
that of the nation as a whole fifty 
years ago. 


The average level of health 


or the average cost of sickness 
has little meaning: 
for those 


who now must meet personal 
catastrophes. To know that a 
stream is four feet deep o'n the 
average is of little help lo those 
who drown in the places where 
it is ten feet deep. The recom- 
mendations 
of the committee 


offer a program to bridge that 
stream by reducing the risks of 
needles 
suffering 
and death, 


and of costs and dependency, 
that now overwhelm 
millions 


of individual families and sap 
the resources of the nation. 
... 


I recommend the report "of the 


interdepartmental committee 
for 


careful study by the congress. The 
essence 
of the program recom- 


mended by the committee is feder- 
al-state cooperation. Federal legis- 
lation necessarily precedes, for it 
indicates the assistance which may 
be made available to the states in 
a cooperative program for the na- 
tion's health.

Washington—By all odds the decision as to whether to begin fortifica- 


tion of Guam, far out in the Pacific, is the most vital question to be put 
to congress in connection with the new national defense siuation. It is 
full of diplomatic dynamite and cannot be decided intelligently until we 
know what we want to do about the Philippines. 


Next week the house naval affairs committee will 


consider whether to approve the authorization request 
for Guam—a perfect example of the stupidity of try- 
ing to consider basic national defense questions by 
separate watertight committees of congress instead of 
in a joint committee where all aspects of the problem 
could be considered. 


This is haphazard, patch-work handling of a mat- 


ter that involves fundamental questions of policy. 


To understand the meaning of Guam, you have only 


to look at your map, or preferably a globe which does 
not distort the earth's distances as does a flat sur- 
face. Guam lies in a nest of Japanese-dominated is- 
lands, far beyond our present fortified base at Hawaii. 
Guam is considerably farther from Hawaii than Ha- 
waii is from the American mainland. It is nearer to 


Raymond Clapper japan than Hawaii is to the United States. 
Hawaii is 2,400 miles from San Francisco, using navy department 


navigational distances. Guam is nearly 4,000 miles beyond Hawaii. But 
it is only 1,500 miles from Japan and about the^ same distance from the 
Philippines, 


Hawaii is heayily fortified and equipped to supply the fleet, thus serv- 


ing as our main base in the Pacific. 
It is the key to Pacific defense. No 
hostile fleet could come toward our 
shores without first taking Hawaii. 


But Hawaii is 4,000 miles from Ja- 


pan, so far away that as a fleet base 
it is not a menace. When we agree 
in the 1921 arms conference not to 
fortify anything west of Hawaii, 
the idea was that we would thus 
protect ourselves without menacing 
Japan. Likewise Japan was not to 
fortifly her mandated islands in the 
Pacific which lie in the neighbor- 
hood of Guam. Thus the two powers 
created a no-man's land, leaving 
each secure on its own side of the 
Pacific but without being in a po- 
sition to menace the other.

Because it is so far from our 


main base at Hawaii, Guam would 
be difficult to hold. Its defensive 
value therefore is not regarded as 
very great 
Offensively, however, 


it gives us a jumping off place com- 
paratively close to Japan and the 
Philippines. 


If we expect, as a matter of pol- 


icy, io defend the Philippines, then 
we need Guam developed. If not. 
then as a defensive outpost Guam's 11 
significance disappears. These ob- 
servations arc offered, not as my 
own, but as the gist of the discus-! | 
sion when military experts consider j 
the subject. 


Other questions may well arise.

Attention has recently been called, on 


good authority, to the grave abuses and 
"social waste" entailed in the existing 
setup. Included in this criticism are pay- 
ments to many undeserving persons, 
granting 
of 
funds 
to workers 
who 


have voluntarily quit their jobs, grant- 
ing of benefits 
to seasonal workers 


;who expect some 
unemployment, and 


"chiseling" fay persons who draw benefits 
after liaving found new work. 


Certainly it is not too much to ex- 


pect that Congress shall make an effort 
to iron out these costly inequalities prior 
to effecting any marked 
expansion of 


either the social security or the old age 
pension program. The President wants 


. 16,425,000 new names placed on the se- 
curity list. But the thought occurs that 
It would be much easier to introduce the 
desired measure of efficiency before any 
§uch increase were made, 


Mr. Roosevelt himself directs atten- 


'- tion to the fact that politics is playing 


all too large a part in some of the State 
social security administrations. And this, 
too, involves a deplorable condition that 
should be rectified in advance of any fur- 
.ther developments of a supposedly con- 
structive nature. 


As matters now stand, the social se- 


curity and old age pension laws consti- 
tute a considerable burden for the work- 
ers, the business men and the industrial- 


Sists of America. The aim of the Federal 


Government, therefore, should be that of 
critically^ analyzing the present system 


• «nd introducing 
all 
desirable changes 


without injudicious acceptance of prema- 
ture~expanionist proposals put forward in 
the name of idealistic experimentation.

message about the 
most 
controversial 


question of all—financing. 
As will be 


recalled, the Advisory Council last month 
recommended that government should 
contribute one-third of the* old age insur- 
ance'costs; that if this were done the huge 
reserve provided for would be unneces- 
sary. The Social Security Board's report, 
submitted with the message, whittled this 
down to a declaration that if it became 
necessary to "secure additional funds it 
•would be the part of sound policy, in our 
opinion, to pay part of cost out of taxes 
other than those on payrolls." 


Perhaps the excuse for ignoring even 


this contingent proposal is that the ques- 
tion is for the Treasury Department to 
answer, since it was primarily responsi- 
ble for getting up the big reserve. But 
obviously fiscal policy should be consid- 
ered along with the other changes. The 
message, as does the board's report, passes 
over also the Advisory Council's recom- 
mendation that old age insurance taxes 
be paid directly into the old age insur- 
ance trust fund. Yet the present method 
of paying the revenue directly into the 
Treasury's general funds has'been the 
object of widest attack next to the re- 
serve fund setup. 


It permits the administration to spend 


the money on varies boondoggling proj- 
ects, replacing it in the "reserve fund" 
•with government lOITs which must be 
sold when payments corse due. Is this 
the real reason Roosevelt wants to extend 
fee "benefits'' to 16.000,000 more people? 
Is it the lax money he wants?

everyone from America was a dyed-in- 
the wool highbinder while 
the

country lived on graft. 


From the London Times to the Man- 


chester Guardian, from editorial columns 
to public forums, the 
English 
press 


seethed with indignation at the 
slimy 


tricks of those gentle gentlemen from 
our shores who sold the best looking gilt- 
edged wall paper stocks that ever lined 
an English vault but the very meanest 
thing about all these raw deals was the 
beautiful way in which the American 
gentry of the marked cards synchronized 
all their movements even to getting on 
the last boat for New York before the 
evidence broke. 
Thus the English had 


the worthless stocks and were deprived 
in most cases of the high delight of put- 
ting the tricksters in goal, and the Eng- 
lish goal is as different from the Amer- 
ican jail as an ox stall from a cozy apart- 
ment. 


It would hiirt our English cousins no 


end to realize that in America the prince 
of all swindlers, the cleverest of all hi- 
jackers, the most redoubtable of all crim- 
inals is the one that carries an English 
nickname. 
There was English Bob of 


recent fame, as smooth a worker as ever 
cracked a safe, who never lost his temper 
but once in his life when he bit off the 
nose of a prominent Tammany politician, 
probably because the politician took a 
cut or divvy of the swag but forgot to 
spring the jail open. 


And the other day English May was 


intercepted in a New York department 
store for stealing a paltry $3 out of an- 
other woman's purse, but of course that 
was all the other woman had. For pure 
ability in her profession 
English May 


should rate higher than a thief, perhaps 
not as high as an artist, but somewhere 
in between. She could stand at a coun- 
ter, open the purse of the women next 
to her, gingerly find the little pad of 
bais, transfer them to her own purse, 
drop a few words of drawing room ban- 
ter and be on her way as nonchalantly" 
as an experienced society dame making 
her rounds. 


But when a detective, recognizing her 


features followed and detected her in 
crime and then arrested her he found 
his hands full. 
Evidencing a scornfully 


supercilious attitude, raging in a high bred 
tantrum, employing every 
accent from 


cockney to Oxford, English May over- 
awed everyone who gathered round ex- 
cepting the detective who knew her well 
and couldn't be blustered. 


Some day America and England will 


have to get into a conference about these 
swindlers from the card sharks on the 
ocean liners up. There is no sense in 
England thinking that the crack two-tim- 
ers in the world come from America while 
•we believe at the same time that nothing 
can beat an English crook. 


New York—Perhaps I missed it, but I do not 


recall ever having seen a critic of the theatre 
actually criticize a theatre.

York will probably have many extra visitors 
this year, are cleaning up store fronts, streets 
and the interiors of business places. The thea- 
tres are an exception. New York, boasting it is 
the heart of show business, could learn a lot 
merely by studying some theatres in other cities 
of the country—theatres into which went pride 
of beauty and convenience and comfort. 


There is lots of dreamy talk about the gal- 


lant ghosts of Thespic Great who stalked -the 
boards of certain Broadway theatres in days of 
yore. Show people are forever sentimentalizing 
over the Good Old Days. 1 am not ready to con- 
cede, However, that the mere fact that John 
Drew once acted on a stage is any reason why 
the theatre owner should shun renovating it. 


I Theatres, after all. aren't shrines to the mem- 
' ones of departed Drews and Davenports. They 
are places that charge up to $6.60 a seat for peo- 
ple to come in and see a show; and for $6 60 we 
ought to have pleasant surroundings.

A thorough washing removes all

Can Plane Sink Ship? 


Our No.' 1 objective in a war 


with an overseas power would be 
control of vital shipping lanes to 
insure thc supply of necessary raw 
materials. 


To do this requires primarily an 


all-around superior battle fleet. 
Aircraft alone, hampered by vari- 
ous factors couldn't do it. 


There is still a question about 


he ability of an airplane bomb to 
sink a modern battleship. 


Rear Admiral A. B. Cook, the 


Navy's high ranking air officer, 
says "It must be conceded that an 
armored ship can be destroyed if 
truck a sufficient number of times 
n the right places by large enough 
jombs." 


But Admiral Cook points out- 


hat "destruction of warships is 
not so simple as that" 
\ 


First, he says, the cloud ceiling 


has to be sufficiently 
high and 


visibility right for locating and 
bombing a battleship. Second, the 
attacking aircraft are exposed to 
heavy concentration of anti-air- 
craft fire from all ships present as 
well as attacks from protecting 
planes which in number may ex- 
ceed the attackers. 


The higher planes fly, the lower 


their bombing accuracy. The lower 
they fly, the greater their exposure 
to anti-aircraft fire. A ship target 
is small; free to maneuver at high 
speed. Heavy smoke screens pre- 
clude effective bombing accuracy; 
a hit depends upon luck. 


Job Is To Injure Ship- 


He says the offensive mission of

Money and Mints 
I-IN ANCIENT TIMES 


Now and then we hear somcon 


speak of his "shekels," meanln 
his monc*y. The expression is use 
playfully—people don't have shek 
els any more. 


A shekel was an ancient measur 


of weight, and seems to have beer 
first employed in Babylonia. Late 
it became common among the He 
brews.

A "light shekel" among the He 


brews was a weight of about hal 
an ounce, and the "heavy shekel 
was about an ounce. At an early 
date, shekels of silver and gold 
were used to measure value; actua 
coins called shekels were turnec 
out close to 2,100 years ago. 


A light shekel of silver, was abou 


the size and weight of a silvei 
quarter. The heavy shekel of silver 
may be compared to one of our hal 
dollars. 


Gold shekels were of far greater 


value among the Hebrews. 
The 


common Hebrew gold shekel had 
enough gold in it to be worth abou 
$17 in present-day money. 


Imprints of one kind or another 


were made on Hebrew shekels. A 
cup, a lily branch with, three flow- 
ers. a candlestick and 
a palm 


branch were among the images on 
these coins. 


Shekels date back a long time 


but they were not the first coins to 
be made. The Chinese produced 
coins of a sort more than 3,000 
years ago. 
. 


Not a great distance from Pales- 


tine was a country called Lydia 
a kingdom which covered a part ol 
the land in present-day Turkey 
Lydia produced coins five centuries 
befoie the Hebrews. The earliesl 
known coins of Lydia were of oval 
shape, and were made of a mix- 
ture of gold, silver and other met- 
als. 


One Lydian king was named Cro- 


esus. After he came to the throne 
he ordered coins of pure gold and 
silver to be made. Croesus became 
the richest man of his time. 


Designs were stamped on the 


coins of Lydia. but they were not 
very artistic. It was the ancient 
Greeks who began to place beauti- 
ful designs on coins. 
They used 


images of gods and goddesses, and 
this made some 
people 
handle 


money as if it were holy. One 
Greek coin had the image of the 
goodess Athena on one side, and 
an owl on the other side.

Proposed Increase in Army 


Strength Still Would Leave 
U. S. Far Behind Other Nations 


Washington —tf>— The 45,000 in- 


crease in army strength projected 
in President Roosevelt's 
defense 


program, officials said today, would 
move the United States up three 
notches in the list of the world's 
active military forces. 


A proposed addition of 27,000 of- 


ficers and men to the air corps, 
13,000 or more to the Panama canal 
garrison and 5.000 to other branches 
would swell the regular army to al- 
most 320,000 officers and men. 


Ten countries now have larger 


standing armies than the United 
States, on the basis of newly re- 
vised official figures. 
Disregard- 


ing increases which others 
may 


make in the meantime, the United 
States will rank eighth in two years 
if congress approves the $552,000,000 
armament recommendations. 


When trained reserves are includ- 


ed, the United States ranks only 
nineteenth, and officials anticipated 
no relative advance in this respect. 


In air force, the United States 


•with 25,895 officers and men in ac- 
tual service and in trained reserves 
ranks seventh and probably will 
continue to do go.

The Algonquins, whether on the 


Maine coast or in the Green Bay 
region, were not nomads but an ag-1 
ricultural snd hunting people. As 
such, they concentrated in villages 
which were built with a relative 
permanency. There was nothing 
hap-hazard about the choosing of 
an Indian village site. When for 
some reason, a clan decided to 
move, scouts were sent ahead to 
select a spot with respect to food 
and drinking water supply, protec- 
tion from the wind and flood; and 
with an eye to beauty as well; for 
the Indian associates beauty with 
religion. In such a manner was the 
Menommee central 
village 
site 


chosen in pre-historic times near 
the mouth of the Menominee river 
just above where 
it flows into 


Green Bay. Innumerable 
springs 


provided drinking water, wild rice 
and lake sturgeon were plentiful. 
And who can question the beauty 
of the location of Marinette today 
as it looks southeast across the 
bay. Marinette, named for the fa- 
jnous fur trading Menominee In- 
dian woman Moni-nette whom the 
settlers called 'Queen* Marinette?

The 
village 
was composed of 


oval-topped wigwams. The word, 
•wigwam, is of Algonquian origin 
and means 'dwelling.' These were 
of different sizes — as are dwellings 
in our towns, 
two-room 
apart- 


ments and ten-room houses. And 
there were the 
long ceremonial 


and council wigwams or lodges 
•which took the place of our city 
ball and , church. An average-size 
•wigwam was constructed around a 
circle about sixteen feet in diame- 
ter. Flexible poles were set into the 
ground on this circle about two or 
three feet apart Poles opposite to 
each other were bent over and 
bound together with heavy bark 
fiber to make arches about eight 
feet high. Other poles were fas- 
tened horizontally to make a sub- 
stantial framework. This was the 
task of the young boys and old men 
who' could not go on the long bunt- 
ing expeditions. The framework 
was covered with bark or matting, 
sometimes with skins. Gathering 
and preparing this material was 
the work of the women. 
•Large pieces of bark, cedar and 
birch preferably, 
were 
cut and 


pressed flat under 
logs. When 


ready, the first row was fitted 
against the poles along the ground 
and the next row above and over- 
lapping and so on until the oval 
frame was covered 
and. water- 


tight Split spruce root was used 
to fasten the bark 
together and 


more .flexible poles were tied over 
the -bark to keep it in place. Large 
mats made by binding osiers to- 
gether tightly 
were also used. 


Openings for doors and smoke 
holes were made, the individual 
family dwellings having one smoke 
hole and a north and south door 
while the large wigwams had sev- 
eral doors and smoke holes. A pole 
with a bark screen attached to the 
top was used to regulate the draft 
at the smoke hole. Skins were sew- 
ed together with sinew thread and 
used as tent coverings. When birch 
bark was used for a wigwam cov- 
ering, the strips were reinforced 
at the ends with thin pieces of 
wood and could be removed from 
the frame and rolled, as could the 
mats and skins, and carried for use 
when camping. 


Food Stored in Bags 


The more permanent 
dwellings 


had their walls lined with cat-tail 
matting. Sturdy racks or platforms 
were built inside along the walls. 
Here sleeping sections were cover- 
ed -with fur robes and curtained 
with skins. The space under the 
racks 
-was utilized for 
storage. 


Foodstuffs were placed in woven 
fiber bags aad hung from the wall 
poles. Fur 
rugs sad rush mats 


dressed the floor. A central fire us- 
ually banked with stones was kept 
burning constantly and the fire- 
place vras clean-swept with a twig 
broom. Porcupine quill embroidery 
in bright colors adorned the wall 
mat limngs and bed curtains. Both , 
wall and floor mats iverc made of' 
rushes djcd in various colors. Thcj 
beauty, neatness, and corsiori of' 
these interiors, varied with the ar- j 
tistry and ingenuity of the horse- ' 
leakers.

fires were outside and In front of 
the wigwams, the pots, bowls, and 
bnrk buckets near nt hand. Clus- 
tered in a circle with a 'village 
green* in the center and the coun 
cil, wigwam or lodge a little apart, 
these wigwams with their garden 
plots at the rear constituted the 
sort of Indian village characteristic 
of Wisconsin at the coming of the 
Europeans From such a central 
village and smaller villages north 
and west on the Pcshtigo and south 
along the Fox, the 
Menommees, 


with a population of about two 
thousand of whom four hundred 
were hunters, went forth to hunt, 
to harvest such fruits as cranber- 
ries and blue berries, to 
make 


maple sugar, to gather nuts, and to 
trade. 


The Indians v/cnt forth over the 


land. Whether hunting or harvest- 
ing, they never took more than 
they needed. They did not slaugh- 
ter.
